Directions to the Salinas Community Center: 
 

From Highway 1 heading North/South, take Merritt Street through Castroville to Highway 183/Market Street 
into Salinas.  Take a left onto North Main Street.  The Salinas Community Center will be on your right side 
after Bernal Drive.  
 
From 101 heading south, take the Laurel Drive exit in Salinas.  Take a left over the freeway to North Main 
Street.  Take a right onto North Main Street and a U-turn at Bernal Drive.  The Salinas Community Center 
will be immediately on your right. 
 
Note: You cannot take the North Main Street exit from Highway 101.  There is no right turn.
